It is no t po ssible here to do mo re 
than suggest the leading difficulties 
o f legislatio n. 
The making o f laws is a difficult 
pro cess. 
They must be framed a c­ 
co rding to the strict rules 
o f 
the. 
state co nstitutio n as interpreted by 
the c o u r t s and drawn so as no t to 
co nflict with any pro v isio n o f tin* na ­ 
tio nal and sta te co nstitutio ns. 
They 
sho uld la* s o drawn that they will fit 
harmo nio usly into tiie ex isting law 
and must, if they are to he effectiv e 
be fitted to the eco no mic, and so cial 
co nditio ns o f the state. 
It is triu* that no amo unt o f ca n ­ 
can prev ent laws o r the attempted 
co nstructio i j o f laws by clev er la w­ 
y ers to suit the special purpo ses o t 
their clients.

a clearing house of information on 
subjects of legislation.

use of carefully prepared data. 


It is not possible here to do more 


than suggest the leading difficulties 
of legislation. 


The making of laws is a diliieult 


process. 
They must be framed ac- 


cording to the strict, rules 
of 
Ih 


state constitution as interpreted by 
the courts and drawn so as not to 
conflict \vith any provision of the na- 
tional and state constitutions. They 
should be so drawn that they will fit 
harmoniously into the existing h 
and must, if they are to be effective 
be fitted to the'economic, and social 
conditions of the state. 


It is true that no amount of care 


can prevent laws or the attempted 
constructior, of laws by.clever law- 
yers to suit the special purposes of

tion of winter wheat in Rush county 
is said to be good, which is contrary 
to the recent report sent out by the 
federal government indicating the 
condition of wintei wheat over the 
country generally as below the aver- 
age. 
K-irmers say that they have 


seldom seen the crops begin the win- 
ter in better condition. 


There has been one thing against 


the winter wheat crop. That is the 
lack of moisture. 
There was very 


little rain during the fall and what 
rain has fallen since the cold weather 
-set in has not penetrated more than 
nn inch below the surface 
of 
the 


earth. 


This fact has been proved by the 


statements of persons who have had 
occasion to dig in 
the 
ground. A 


farmer recently digging a ditch sain 
that under the snow the ground wa.- 
very hard and that the dirt, after UK 
first inch of earth had been removed 
was as "dry as a bone." 


Proof conclusive that 
I he earth is 


less free of moisture than is usuallv 
the case is the stones that have been 
iiJd of wells going dry—wells which 
were never known before to .fail to 
give water. A well digger 
reports 


that lie dug fourteen feet into the 
earth recently before he reached any 
water.

because of the thick crust of ice that
